ORDERS 


Delhi, the 4 th June 1964 


No. F 17(24)/64-F&CS. —Whereas in the opinion of the Administra¬ 
tor of the Union Territory of Delhi, it is necessary so to do for equitable 
distribution and maintenance of supplies of sugar essential to the life 
of the community; j 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (2) 
read with clauses (a) and (n) of sub-rule (3) of rule 125 of the Defence 
of India Rules, 19’62, the Administrator hereby makes the following 
Order to regulate the trade of sugar in the Union Territory of Delhi. 


Order 


1. (1) This Order may be called the Delhi Sugar (Conduct of autho¬ 
rised retailors) Control Order, 1964. 

(2) It extends to the whole of. the Union Territory of Delhi.

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a) “Administrator” means the Administrator of the Union 

Territory of Delhi; 

(b) “authorised retailer” means a person authorised by the Direc¬ 

tor to carry on the business of selling sugar in retail and 
includes a firm, an association, an incorporated company and 
a Cooperative Society, 
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(c) “Consumer” means a person who acquires sugar for his own 

domestic consumption, 

(d) “Director” means the Director of Civil Supplies, Delhi and 

includes the Joint Director, Civil Supplies, Delhi, and Civil 
Supplies Officer, Delhi and 

(e) “retail” measn sale of sugar not exceeding ten kilograms on 

any one day to any one consumer. 

3. Every authorised retailer shall display at the close of each day and 
not later than the opening hour of the day following at the entrance of 
his business premises:— 

(a) opening balance of sugar; 

(b) stocks received during the day; 

(c) total of (a) and (b) above; 

(d) sale during the day and 

(e) closing balance. 

Such information shall be kept on display for the whole of a calendar 
month. 

4. Subject to such directions as may from time to time be issued by 
the Director, no authorised retailer shall refuse to sell sugar to a consu¬ 
mer during his normal business hours. 

5. Every authorised retailer shall maintain a sale register indicating 
the date of sale, the name and address of the consumer, and the quantity 
sold and shall obtain the signatures or thumb impression of the consumer 
concerned against the entry of sale. 

6. No authorised retailer shall keep his stock of sugar at any place 
other than the one approved by the Director. 

7. The Director or any other officer authorised by him in writing in 
this behalf may with a view to securing compliance with this order or 
satisfying himself that this order has been complied with— 

(a) require any person to give any information in his possession 

in respect of any business of sugar carried on by him or on 
his behalf and such person shall give the information requir¬ 
ed of him; 

(b) inspect or cause to be inspected any books or documents or 

any stock of sugar belonging to or under the control of any 
person and teke such books or documents or stock of sugar 
in his possession; 

(c) enter and search or authorise any person to enter and search 

any premises or place or vehicle and seize or authorise any 
person to seize any article in respect of which the Director 
or the authorised officer has reason to believe that any pro¬ 
vision of this order has been, is being or is about to be, 
contravened. 

8. The Director may by general or special directions require any 
authorised retailer to dispose of sugar in the manner prescribed in the 
said direction to any person or class of persons and by such date as may 
be specified in the said directions and the authorised retailer shall 
comply with such directions. 
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9. The Administrator may by order in writing exempt any person 
or class of persons from the operation of all or any of the provisions of 
this order and may at any time by like order suspend or cancel such 
exemption. 

10. The provision of* this order shall be in addition to and not in 
derogation of any other law, rules, regulations or orders having the force 
of law, for the time being in force. 

— Whereas in the opinion of the Administra¬ 
tor of the Union Territory of Delhi, it is necessary so to do for the 
maintenance of supplies ofi sugar essential to the life of the community; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (2) 
read with clauses (a) and (n) of sub-rule (3) of rule 125 of the Defence 
of India Rules, 1962, the Administrator hereby makes the following 
Order to regulate the supplies of sugar in the Union Territory of Delhi. 


Order 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Delhi Sugar (Conduct of Bulk 

Consumers) Control Order, 1964. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory of Delhi. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 


2. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires. 

(a) “Administrator” means the Administrator of the Union 

Territory of Delhi; 

(b) “Bulk Consumer” means a person to whom sugar is sold for 

consumption in his own establishment or undertaking for 
the purpose of processing any foodstuffs. 

(c) “Food Stuff” means any food product in the manufacture of 

which sugar is used and includes vegetable and fruit pro¬ 
ducts and syrups. 

(d) “Director” means the Director Civil Supplies, Delhi and 

includes the Joint Director Civil Supplies, Delhi and Civil 
Supplies Officer, Delhi; 

3. Every bulk consumer shall display at the close of each day and not 
later than the opening hour of the day following at the entrance of his 
business premises— 

(a) opening balance of sugar; 

(b) quantity received during the day; 

(c) total of (a) & (b) above; 

(d) quantity consumed during the day; and 

(e) closing balance. 

Such information shall be kept on display for the whole of a calendar 
month. 


* 1' consumer shall at any one time keep in his possession 

foodstuff m excess of such quantity as the Director may from time to 
time specify in this behalf. 
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5. No bulk consumer shall secure sugar in excess of the quota fixed 
for him by the Director from time to time and from a source other than 
the one specified by the Director. 


6. Every bulk consumer shall keep a true account, of the sugar con¬ 
sumed each day in the processing of each foodstuff. Subject to such 
general or special directions as the Director may issue in this behalf. 

7. The Director or any other officer authorised by him in writing in 
this behalf, may with a view to securnig compliance with this order or 
satisfying himself that this Order has been complied with. 

(a) require any person to give any information in his possession 

in respect of any business of foodstuff carried on by him or 
on his behalfi and such person shall give the information 
required of him; 

(b) inspect or cause to be inspected any books or documents or 

any stock of foodstuff belonging to or under the control of 
any person and take such books or documents or stock of 
sugar/foodstuff in his possession; 

(c) enter and search or authorise any person to enter and search 

any premises or place or vehicle and seize or authorise by 
person to seize any article in respect of which the Director 
or the authorised officer has reason to believe that any pro¬ 
vision of this order has been, is being or is about to be, 
contravened. 


8. The Administrator may by order in writing exempt any person or 
class of persons from the operation of all or any of the provisions of this 
Order and may at any time by life order suspend or cancel such exemp¬ 
tion. 


9. The provisions of this Order shall be in addition to and not in 
derogation of any other law, rules, regulations or orders having the force 
of law, for the time being in force.
